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Police identify four 
teens involved in 
armed robbery

Van Buren Township Director of Public 
Safety Gregory Laurain announced 
Tuesday that the four males involved in the 
April 9 armed robbery of two 10-year-old 
boys have been identified. 

The boys told police that four male 
subjects were involved -- two white and 
two black -- in the robbery of a cell phone 
at the park of Belleville Manor, 8701 
Belleville Road, in Van Buren Township. 

Director Laurain said through the 
investigation by Van Buren Police 
Detectives and with assistance from 
Belleville Police Cpl. Kris Faull and 
Belleville High School Assistant Principal 
Dan Wright, all four subjects were 
identified. 

They are: 

* Ryan Klazer, white/male, 16 years old, 
from Belleville, a BHS student, charged 
with 2 counts of armed robbery (juvenile) 

* Quinston Brown, black/male, 15 years 
old, from Ypsilanti, BHS student, charged 
with 2 counts of armed robbery (juvenile) 

* Devonte Richard, black/male, 16 years 
old, from Van Buren Township, former 
BHS student, not charged with any crime 

* Keegan Delaney, white/male, 17 years 
old, from Van Buren Township, BHS 
student, charged with 2 counts of armed 
robbery (adult) 

Residents of Victoria Commons in 
Belleville watched as the investigation 
proceeded in their neighborhood. 

One woman said she saw VBT police 
kicking in a door in the subdivision and 
when she asked about it she said a police 
officer told her it had to do with the two 
boys who got robbed. 

Later, another Victoria Commons resident 
said he saw a black Challenger driving 
into the subdivision and the car the armed

Belleville High School freshman killed by train 


A 15-year-old Belleville High School 
freshman was killed by an eastbound 
Canadian Pacific Railway train traveling 
on Norfolk Southern tracks in Belleville 
on Wednesday, April 25. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
said that based on items found at the scene, 
physical descriptions and clothing, police 
were immediately in contact with the 
suspected victim’s family. 

Although Chief Berriman did not identify 
the student, social media and a posted 
obituary identified the victim as Joseph 
R. “Joe” Johnson. A memorial service is 
being held for him in Ypsilanti today. (See 
obituary on page 8.) 
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Chief Berriman said the Wayne County 
Medical Examiner's Office provided 
positive identification. Van Buren Public 
Schools were notified and grief counselors 
were available at the school on Thursday. 

Chief Berriman said at about 2:17 p.m. 
on April 25, Belleville Police Cpl. Kristin 
Faull was on patrol in the area of South 
Street and Sumpter Road and happened 
upon a stopped eastbound train. 

The train engineer and conductor aboard 
the train reported to Cpl. Faull that they 
possibly struck a young male pedestrian 
about a half-mile west of the Sumpter 
Road crossing. 

Chief Berriman said Cpl. Faull and 
Belleville Police Cpl. Todd Schrecengost 
responded to the area and located a 
deceased young white male lying upon the 
railroad tracks at the location described. 

Chief Berriman reportedly told The 
Detroit News that the boy made no attempt 


to move from the tracks despite the 
oncoming train. 

Whether the incident occurred within the 
city limits of Belleville or adjoining Van 
Buren Township was difficult to determine, 
so the GPS was run and police found it was 
Belleville's case. 

Van Buren Township Police and Fire 
departments assisted with technical and 
investigative support, Chief Berriman 
said. Belleville Fire Department personnel 
assisted with traffic control and technical 
support. 

Chief Berriman said VBT Police 
Chief Jason Wright offered any help 
his department could give and the VBT 
Accident Investigation Unit took photos 
and investigated. 

The railroad crossing at South Street / 
Sumpter Road was closed for hours as 
the investigation progressed. This was the

At its April 17 meeting, the Wayne City 
Council approved, on a 4-3 vote, the second 
and final reading of its opt-in ordinance 
for medical marijuana facilities in the city. 
It approved eight licensed facilities -- four 
provisionary centers and four of any other 
licensed types. The facilities will be 1,000 
feet from schools, churches, and each other. 
Some residents wanted it to be just 500 feet 
apart for the licensed facilities. 

The facilities will be chosen by lottery 
and one woman at the meeting was very 
upset because she has been operating as a 
dispensary in the city for some time. She 
said she’s the only one she’s ever heard of 
who has given free marijuana to a cancer 
patient. 

Tim Katona was named a Distinguished 
Graduate at Belleville High School and 
inducted into the BHS Hall of Fame on 
Friday, along with four others. 

Tim told of his days in the Belleville 
schools. He recalled when he was at 
Haggerty Elementary school and his teacher 
Jim Fitch said he had heard Tim and some 
friends had a rock band. They played in one 
of the members’ basement. He asked Tim 
to bring it to school and play for his class 
-- so they did. They had never performed 
for anyone before. He said Mr. Fitch was at 
his desk and kept time to the music, smiling 
and enjoying the concert. Tim recalls that 
episode gave him confidence that he didn’t 
have before, convincing him that maybe he 
could do things. 

He received a national honor in Fort Worth, 
Texas last year: Lifetime Achievement 
Award at the National Reining Horse 
Association Hall of Fame. Good work, Mr. 
Fitch.

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It was amusing for another Distinguised 
Graduate in the audience to say, “Oh, Tim 
Katona. He’s the one who got Bemis Road 
paved.” 

You will remember that last summer 
after part of Bemis Road was paved from 
Sumpter Road to the Katona ranch, where 
Wayne County Executive Warren Evans 
kept his horse, there was a lot of local uproar 
and Bemis eventually was paved to Renton 
Road. Residents along Bemis were told the 
unpaved piece from Renton to Haggerty/ 
Savage would be paved in 2018, but so far it 
is not scheduled. 

Sgt. Bart Devos retired from the Van Buren 
Township Police Department after his shift 
on Monday, April 30, and will begin work 
for the City of Belleville on May 14 as a 
part-time officer. His son, also Bart, works 
full-time for the Sumpter Township Police 
Department. 

Atacity budget meeting on Monday, Police 
Chief Hal Berriman said his new part-time 
Officer Devos will have to go through field 
training for two to three months full time to 
learn the ropes in Belleville. 

As far as the fire department goes, Mayor 
Conley said they wouldn’t look at cuts there 
since the proposal of having Van Buren 
Township do fire protection has yet to be 
settled. She said the offer from VBT is 
$160,000 for fire protection, so they can’t 
take the city’s fire department budget below 
that figure. 
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City Manager Kollmeyer said the city fire 
department is down to 11 fire fighters now, 
but they are advertising and trying to hire 
more. She said the fire chief didn't submit 
a budget for his department and wasn't at 
Monday's meeting. 

The Belleville 
Volunteer Fire Fighters 
Association's lawsuit 
against the city, 
clerk, and mayor is 
proceeding. 


Toni Clark of Sumpter 
Township brought in a 
clipping from the April 19 Detroit Free Press 
that explains a 10-minute, online survey 
asking residents in Southeastern Michigan 
what they want in their communities. 

It's being put on by the United Way for 
Southeastern Michigan. The survey for 
residents in Wayne, Oakland, and Macomb 
counties is at: https://unitedwaysem.org/ 
united-way-community-survey-2018/ . It is 
about 10 questions and takes less than 10 
minutes to complete. 

About a year ago they started meeting 
with leaders from other nonprofit agencies 
to see what it could offer beyond just 
giving grants. One of the top responses 
was gathering and evaluating data. The 
United Way has set up an invitation-only 
data symposium for about 150 leaders for 
May 9 to share the survey responses and 
demonstrate how organizations can use data 
to inform decisions.

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School Board approves contracts for Edgemont parking lot, lighting

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education on Monday approved 
expenditures not to exceed $588,835 
to complete the Edgemont Elementary 
parking lot and site lighting updates there. 

These projects were scheduled to be 
completed as part of the Sinking Fund 
three-year plan. On March 30 a formal 
request for proposals was issued and on 
April 17 sealed bid proposals were received 
and opened. 

A post-bid scope review meeting was 
held on April 19 and based on information 
from the meetings, the project team 
recommended T&M Asphalt Paving with 
its bid of $483,662, low bid of five bids, 
and Osier & Son’s Electric with its low bid 
of three bidders for $45,173. In addition 
there is $10,000 for a material testing 
allowance and $50,000 for a construction 


contingency budget. 
The project was estimated to cost 
$600,000. 

The bid recommendations were presented 
by James Williams, Director of Plant 
Operations, and Rob Kakoczki of Plante 
Moran CRESA. 

The two also presented the Sinking Fund 
proposal for district-wide access control/ 
security upgrades at a cost not to exceed 
$141,684. The contract was awarded to 
Progressive Hardware Suppliers, LLC, at a 
bid of $128,804 plus a contingency budget 
of $12,880. 

The recommended bid includes installing 
card reader access control on all entry 
points to each elementary school and the 
two middles schools.

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Keystone board approves $1,000 
college scholarship for graduate

A $1,000 college scholarship will be 
awarded to one of the Belleville High 
School seniors who had attended Keystone 
Charter Academy in Sumpter Township. 

This is the first year the scholarship will 
be awarded and at its regular meeting April 
12 the Keystone board approved $500 
from its funds to match the $500 raised by 
said the Parent-Teachers Organization. 

PTO president Shaylette Stuckey was 
present to explain the project, along with 
incoming PTO president Dawn Bandy.

“We didn’t have the funds or we would 
have done it before," Bandy said. 

Stuckey suggested the scholarship winner 
be guest speaker at the Keystone National 
Junior Honor Society induction. 


For the first time, Keystone will be 
represented at the BHS awards assembly at 
6:30, May 16. 

In other business at the April 12 meeting 
the board:

She 
said when she started volunteering when 
the school opened in 2003-4 there was no 
PTO and she put together the bylaws, did 
the PTO carnivals and other events. “She 
definitely has the passion,” said Principal 
Keturah Godfrey.

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Sumpter Twp. spends $61,874 to upgrade cable system, board room

Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis told 
the Sumpter Township Board that approval 
of spending $61,874 would allow upgrade 
of the township’s Channel 12 equipment 
and improve sound in the board room. It 
also would get 65-inch monitors on the 
wall for presentations and obstruction-free 
microphones flat on the table. 

Elan Engineering’s proposal was for 
$31,874, with the total cost being $61,874, 
Deputy Armatis said. 

At its regular meeting on April 24, Deputy 
Armatis said that the township gets about 
$120,000 from Comcast every year from 
fees paid by users, and the township wants 
to reinvest the money in new equipment 
for Channel 12. She said the equipment is 
15 years old. 

Channel 12 has not been working right 
for some time and, “Now, the cable is 
totally down,” Armatis said. 

She said the allocation would also pay for 
training in use of the equipment. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan asked who 
would be trained and Armatis said the 
equipment will be in the supervisor's 
office and she would be the one getting the 
training. 

Treasurer Morgan recommended that 
others should also be trained as backup. 

“It will be on my computer," Armatis 
said. 

“It would be wise to have others," Morgan 
stressed. 

“It’s a good idea to have a backup," 
Armatis conceded. 

Morgan said financial director Scott 
Holtz said the money is in the budget for 
the expenditure. 

Attorney Rob Young said he is looking 
over the contract and any approval should 
stipulate that the attorney finalize the 
contract. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the proposal, with Young's finalization of 
the contract. 

In other business at the April 24 meeting, 
the board: 

* Approved a four-year equipment 
maintenance agreement from Cummins 
to service the fire station generator, at 


a total cost of $1,472.86. Public Safety 
Director/ Police Chief Eric Luke said 
Huron Township, which provides 
emergency dispatch services for Sumpter, 
had the battery fail on its generator after 
the recent storm. Chief Luke said the fire 
department's generator was wired a long 
time ago and it will be rewired to serve all 
of the fire hall. "In my opinion, now it's 
being wasted. It's big enough to do the 
whole building," Luke said. He said the 
generator ran for almost three days after the 
storm the previous week. He said Huron 
Township's failure caused chaos, but Sgt. 
Beth Egerer and the fire department made 
communications work; 

* Approved purchasing a one-year 
subscription to Fire Rescue 1 Academy 
online training for the fire department, at a 
cost of $2,054. Chief Luke said the police 
department has been using the online 
training for three years. He said they put 
policies and procedures on there and 
officers go over one or more a month. He 
said it is a good supplement to hands-on 
training; 

* Approved the purchase of two Ford 
Interceptor Utilities (Explorers) from 
Atchinson Ford ata total cost of $64,844.16. 
Trustee Don Swinson abstained from the 
vote because he works at Atchinson Ford. 
The fully marked police vehicles should 
be ready by August. Chief Luke said they 
will replace the 2006 Explorers that were 
never intended as pursuit vehicles. He said 
Atchinson matches the state bid price; 

* Approved the purchase of a backup 
storage server for the police department 
from CDW-G using funds from the 
forfeiture account, at a cost of $4,461.12; 

* Approved the resignation, with 
regrets, of Ronald Barnette from the fire 
department. It was explained he can't make 
the minimum fire runs required each month 
because he took a job with 12 hour work 
days; 

* Declared May as Honor and Remember 
Month in Sumpter and presented a 
proclamation to Leroy Paige. The board 
also took turns reading a list of Hometown 
Heroes that served in the military. Mary 
Sherwood's brother-in-law who had a 
Willis mailing address but lived in Sumpter

this agenda. Clerk Hurst said in the future 
Holtz will get agendas to review; 

* Heard Trustee Sheena Barnes, who had 
been on the township’s medical marijuana 
committee, ask about the large packet of 
information just given to board members 
concerning “Colorado Rules.”

of marijuana. It’s impossible to not grow 
over, she said. “One plant yields more than 
three or four pounds of marijuana,” she 
said. Barnes said when the industry comes 
in to grow marijuana, “What is the plan to 
protect the caregivers?” Chief Luke said 
under the MMA, there is no way to sell 
to dispensaries. “We need to follow state 
law.” Barnes asked what are the caregivers 
going to do with their extra marijuana. 
Chief Luke replied: “State law dictates 
what MMA caregivers can do and I’m in 
no position to change the law”; 

* Heard Trustee Don LaPorte report 
that a state contractor has cleaned up 
the northwest corner of Willis and 
Sumpter roads and removed 350 tons of 
contaminated soil. He said there had been 
a gas station at the site at one time and 
under the cement slab they discovered and 
removed an old storage tank. He said there 
had been a strong odor of gas there and 
the DEQ and State of Michigan contracted 
with DELZ to do the work. He said they 
will leave it reclaimed so it is like there 
never was a gas station there;

He said 
they got a total of $11,450 for the two and 
they will buy training props for the fire 
department. He said they bought those two 
trucks in the 1990s and sold them in 2018;

He asked the residents to please do no 
open burning. He said Sumpter recently 
was called to assist Huron Township Fire 
Department. A man in Huron lost his 
barn and all the contents from a neighbor 
burning leaves;

The Township is going to 
move ahead with this work, barring any 
objection. We are offering the City to be 
a part of this clean-up effort. The VBT 
DDA has committed $565 toward this 
cleanup. A contribution from either the 
City or the Belleville DDA would make 
this another great example of how the City 
and Township are working together to 
make our community better. We are a few 
weeks away from the work being done, 
which gives you time to discuss this. Let 
me know if you are interested or not in 
contributing toward this effort..." 

Thompson said the township checked 
with Wayne County and they wouldn't be 
able to do any brush-cutting there until late 
in the season. 

DDA chairman Rosemary Loria said they 
need to check to see how they can do it 
legally, since it is VBT property. 

Thompson said the township wants to 
do the project sooner rather than later and 
wants to do it early before the season's 
growth begins. 


“We want it done,” said Mayor Kerreen 
Conley, who sits on the DDA. “It would be 
a win-win." 

“It’s not technically our responsibility, 
but you see it when you come over the 
bridge,” Loria said. 

Councilman Tom Fielder, who was in the 
audience, pointed out that just one side of 
each bridge was to be cut and Belleville’s 
side wasn’t included. 

“Is there a benefit to a joint program?” 
he asked, noting it was “a reasonable, 
reasonable price.” 

Kollmeyer said the county has a machine 
that cuts both sides of the barrier along the 
bridge at once, but the city doesn’t know if 
or when it’s coming. She said last year the 
township’s student employment group did 
some work there, but not all of the cutting. 

She said the city gets a lot of calls 
from people who walk over the Denton 
bridge into the city and are put into the 
dangerous roadway because the walkway 
is overgrown. 

The DDA agreed it would be good to 
include the Hayward’s side of the Denton 
Road bridge for embankment clearing, 
but not the Doane’s Landing side of the 
Belleville Bridge because of the seawall 
repair work expected there. 

Thompson said they may be able to get 
a price from the contractor (Gonczy’s 
Property Maintenance) to add the 
Hayward’s side while he’s there. 

DDA Treasurer Sabrina Richardson 
Williams said while the VBT DDA gave 
$565, the Belleville DDA is smaller and 
maybe should give half that. 

Thompson said she would get back to 
Best to discuss this and, "I'll let you know 
where we are." 


In other business at the 49-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

* Heard Thompson report she has ordered 
12 “Downtown on the Lake" banners at 
a cost of $115.58 each to replace those 
damaged by the wind and weather and to 
have six extra for street light poles. The 
DDA had purchased 40 banners in 2009 
and the replacements are being made by 
the same company on the same marine 
acrylic fabric; 

* Heard Thompson report that a DTE 
audit has been requested on the street 
lights as spelled out in the new District 
Maintenance Agreement with the city. 
Loria said an audit is a good idea since the 
LED lights the DDA put up to save money 
isn't saving money but costing more; and 

* Discussed Horizon Park lakeside 
security, with Thompson saying that Police 
Chief Hal Berriman asked her who was 
going to monitor any cameras or motion 
detectors. And, he asked if they would 
write trespass tickets and how and who 
would enforce this. Thompson said geese 
or raccoons could set off sensors and 
asked if they could look at signage and 
a re-education about why the city has a 
handicap kayak/canoe launch. She said 
the launch is not intended for hanging. 
swinging, climbing on it. She suggested 
a YouTube video showing why it is there 
and a panel in the park kiosk. Also, a “see 
something, say something" drive could be 
started. She said, “We need to show that 
when you don't have it, you cut out use for 
a group of people." Ruth Kissell suggested 
having teens do a neighborhood watch and 
tell other teens not to play on it. Thompson 
suggested this might be a good community 
project for New Tech, which does project- 
based education at the high school.
